Infectious  Diseases  agree  generally  with  those  of  linglaiid  and 
Wales,  and  there  have  been  no  major  epidemics. 


Housing,  as  ever,  remains  the  problem,  which  if  it  could  be  scilved 
would  prevent  much  misery  and  ill-health  through  overciowding  and 
sub-standard  conditions. 


I am  pleased  to  see  the  improvement  in  the  conditions  of  the  watei 
throughout  the  area,  after  some  correspondence  with  the  IMid- 
Northamptonshire  Water  Board.  Unfortunately  thcie  lemains  some 
defective  supplies,  especially  in  Woodford  Halse,  w'hich  I hope  to  see 
remedied  in  the  very  near  future. 


I wish  to  thank  the  Chief  .Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff,  and  also 
all  Committees  for  their  help  and  support  during  1950.

Area — 'l  lic  area  of  llie  dislricl  is  79,423  acres,  which  iiieans  an 
ax'crage  of  one  person  jter  5 a.cres. 


Lopiilation — T!ie  esliinaled  resident  population  according  to  the 
Rcgistrar-Oeneral’s  figures  was  15,840,  compared  witli  15,900  in  1919, 
the  natural  increase  in  the  poi)nlation,  i.e.,  excess  of  Inrths  over  deaths, 
was  P5. 


Deaths — Tlie  total  deaths  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers 
was  190,  which  shows  a decrease  coin[)ared  with  1949,'  when  the  liguro 
was  217. 


'I'he  death  rale,  calculated  on  the  estimated  iiopidation  was  11-9

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  greater  projrortion  of  deaths 
were  due  to  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system. 

Birtli.s — The  number  of  births  in  the  area  was  255,  compared  with 
250  in  IQ4Q,  the  birth  rate  of  16.0  being  slightly  higher  than  that  for 
linglaiid  and  Wales. 

Still  Births — The  number  was  7,  two  more  than  in  1940,  giving  a 
rate  of  .44,  which  was  slightly  higher  than  that  foi  Kngland  and  W’ales. 

Illegitimate  Births — There  were  10  illegitimate  births  as  compared 
with  12  in  1949. 

Maternal  Mortality. — Again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  due  to 
child  birth. 

Infant  Mortality — The  number  of  children  dying  under  one  year  of 
age  was  5,  compared  with  14  in  1949,  the  recorded  causes  being  prema- 
turity and  congenital  malformations.  The  rate  was  very  much  lower 
than  the  previous  year,  being  19.6  as  against  56.0.  It  was  also  much 
less  than  the  rate  for  Kngland  and  Wales,  being  19.6  as  against  29.8.

gi:nerae  provisions  of  health  services 


Laboratory  Service-The  Public  Ilcaltli  Lal)oratory  Service  opcu-atiug 
at  the  General  Hospital,  Northampton,  was  alwiys  availalhe  ^oi  the 
diagnosis  and  analysis  of  specimens  relative  to  ebsease,  and  many  of  i 
doctors  in  the  area  took  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  In  the 
laboratorv.  The  service  is  free  of  cost  to  the  Local  Authoiity. 


Dipiithcria  Anli=Toxin— In  accordance  with  the  inovisions  of  the 
Dii.litheria  Anti-Toxin  (Outside  Loudon)  Order,  igio,  arrangements 
are  made  whereby  medical  practitioners  may  obtain  the  aiiti-toxin  fioin 
local  chemists  at  short  notice  and  free  of  cost.  It  s.hould  be  noted  that 
no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  in  the  area  during  the  year  under 
review,  in  fact  the  numbers  of  cases  notified  in  the  area  for  a number 
of  vears  has  been  very  few  indeed. 


Ambulance  Services — For  infectious  case',  the  Northamiiton  Isola- 
tion Hospital  Ambulance  was  used  and  for  non-infectious  cases  and 
residents  the  ambulance  maintained  by  the  vSt.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
stationed  at  Daventrv  was  used.  These  ambulances  are  maintained  by 
the  Brigade,  who  act  as  agents  of  the  County  Council  in  providing  an 
ambulaiice  service.  Tlie  services  appeared  adeiiuatc  for  the  needs  of  the 
district. 


Nursinj5  in  the  Home — ^'Phis  .service  is  jirovided  directly  by  the 
County  Council,  who  have  their  nurs.es  residing  in  various  imrishes  of 
tlie  district,  and  it  would  appear  that  tlie  whole  of  the  district  is  well 
covered  liy  this  ser\’ice. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at 
Bx  lield,  Long  Buckby,  West  Haddoii,  and  Weedon.  Ante-Natal  Clinics 
aiv  held  in  Daventry  and  mothers  from  the  surrounding  district  can  visit 
if  tliey  s-.o  desire.  The  County  Health  Department  liave  made  travelling 
facilities  available  for  thus  ])Urposc  in  certain  areas. 


Hospitals — I'lie  treatment  of  infectious  cases  was  carried  out  at  the 
Harborough  Road  Isolation  Hospital,  Northam])tou. 

'rreatmeiit  for  general  medical  and  surgical  cases  was  olitained  at 
lioth  tlie  General  Hospital,  Northampton,  and  the  Hospital  of  St. 
Cross,  Rugby.

SANITAKY  CIKCU.MSTANCKS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply — There  have  been  some  changes  and  improveincnts 
to  report  as  regards  water  supplies  to  the  district. 


I he  ^Iid-Northaiii[)tonsJiirc  W ater  Board  came  into  being  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  assumed  control  over  all  the  existing 
Council  s public  supplies.  There  did  still  remain,  however,  one  or  two 
public  supplies  whicli  were  i)rivately  owned. 


I he  public  supplies  generally  were  .satisfactory  both  as  regards, 
(luantity  and  (luality,  though  it  was  obvious  that  particularly  at  W’ood- 
ford  Halse  there  will  have  to  I)e  some  modernisation  of  the  mains,  etc. 
The  Chief  Sanitary  Ins])ector’s  department  have  received  many  com- 
plaints as  to  (luantit}'  available  to  liouseholds  in  various  parts  of  the  vil- 
but  it  is  understood  that  the  W ater  Board  have  been  accjuaintexl 
with  the  position.  All  public  sup])lies  were  nnder  constant  treatment 
by  chlorination  and  were  also  regularly  bacteriologicallv  examined,  and 
th-re  was  a period  after  the  W^ater  Board  had  taken  over  that  we  e.x’peri- 
enced  unsatisfactory  results  from  water  analyses,  and  the  Council  were 
C()mj)elled  to  make  strong  representations  to  the  W ater  Board  regarding 
the  matter,  and  subseciuent  analyses  i)roved  very  satisfactory.  It  did 
appear  that  faulty  chlorination  was.  the  cause  of  the  adver.se  results. 
Our  method  of  taking  samples  was  never  varied  by  the  Chief  .Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  always  believed  in  taking  the  sample  as  the  housewife 
rc*ceived  it. 


The  Preston  Ca|)es  .supply  was  made  available  to  th.e  public  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  similarly  the  public  supplv  to  Ilcllidon 
was  made  available  to  the  public  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year.  This 
means  that  only  seven  of  the  small  parishes  and  hamlets  of  the  district 
are  now  without  a mains  water  sui)ply.  In  these  parishes,  the  domestic 
water  supplies  are  chieflj’  taken  from  wells. 


riie  Chief  Sanitary  Insj^ector’s  department  ha\'e  ag.ain  made  many 
enquiries  and  visits  as  to  existing  water  suiiplies  and  taken  a nnmber  of 
samples  for  analysis.  As  a result  (piite  a large  number  of  proiiertics 
were  connected  to  the  public  mains.

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Sewaj^e  Disposal,  Drainage,  and  Sewerage — The  8:eucral  conditions 
at  the  end  of  the  year  did  show  some  improvement  on  i)revious  years. 
The  Hrannston  new  .sewage  scheme  was  in  operation,  and  nnicli  new 
drainage  work  was  carried  out  in  that  parisli  as  a result.  Similarly,  the 
new  scheme  for  the  comhiued  parishes  of  Badhy  and  Newnham  was  in 
operation  and  new  works  were  in  hand  in  those  parishes.  The  schemes, 
at  KilsJw  and  West  Haddon  were  almost  comi)leted.  In  each  instance 
the  hold-up  was  due  to  the  incomplete  st.ate  of  the  disposal  works.  All 
connections,  to  hou.se  lM)undaries  had  been  carried  out,  but  further  con- 
nection to  the  new  sewers  was  not  jKrssible.  The  Council  are  most 
anxious  to  commence  new  schemes  in  other  parishes  of  the  area,  and 
permission  had  been  received  to  commence  the  Bari)y  scheme,  which 
will  link  up  with  the  Kilsby  works.  Jt  was  lioped  that  schemes  for 
other  i)arishes  would  be  favourably  considered  by  the  Ministry  in  the 
New  Year.  Water  closets  are  fairly  general  in  all  the  sewered  parishes, 
and  the  house  drainage  in  those  parishes  is  also  generally  satisfactory. 
In  the  remaining  jiarishes,  i)ail,  elsan,  and  priv}’  form  the  lavatory 
accommodation,  and  the  house  drainage  in  many  instances  is  not  satis- 
factory. There  are  a number  of  s.ei)tic  tanks  in  these  parishes,  but  the 
majority  of  the  drainage  discharges  to  open  dykes.  This  is  a continual 
charge  on  the  Council,  by  reason  of  such  dykes  having  to  be  cleaned 
from  time  to  time.  There  has  been  a fair  amount  of  new  drainage 
works,  etc.,  carried  out  in  the  area,  as  the  following  table  shows,  and 
we  shall  continue  to  purs.uc  a i)olicy  of  getting  pails  and  the  like  abol- 
ished and  replaced  by  water  closets  where  sewerage  .schemes  exist.

Disinfection — All  houses  from  which  infectious  disease  cases  were 
removed  were  disinfected  and  soap  and  li(in:d  disinfectant  left  with  the 
householder  for  thorough  cleansing  afterwards.  This  disinfection  was 
also  carried  out  at  all  homes  where  Tuberculosis  patients  had  laeen  re- 
moved to  Sanatorium  or  had  died. 

laradication  of  Bed  Bii;^s — No  cases  were  brought  to  our  notice.

Aloveable  Dwellinj^s,  Public  Health  Act  1936,  Section  269.  Tlieie 
were  no  applications  under  the  above  section. 


The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. — This  new  Act  came 
into  force  during  the  year,  and  brought  with  it  changes  in  the  adminis- 
tration insofar  as  it  affects  a Local  Authority.  ^Nlore  powers  were  given 
to  the  Local  Authority  than  before,,  but  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to 
t ike  statutory  action  to  enforce  the  jirovisions  of  the  Act.  The  con- 
tract with  the  County  Pests.  Officer  expired,  and  under  the  above  Act  was 
not  renewed  by  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The 
baiting  and  poisoning  of  refuse  tips,  etc.,  has  since  been  carried  out  by 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  dejiartment,  who  have  dealt  with  quite  a 
number  of  enquiries  for  assistance  in  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 
The  department  have  given  iiractical  help  in  several  cases  with  the 
desired  results.  With  the  new  Act,  it  became  evident  that  many  jicrsoiis 
had  the  mistaken  idea  that  the  Local  Authority  were  responsible  for 
the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  on  properties.  This  is  not  so,  it  is 
entirely  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  or  occupier  as  the  case  may  be, 
but  we  are  prepared  to  give  such  help  as  we  can.  Cur  refuse  tips  have 
been  regularly  visited  and  treated  when  necessary.  We  did  experience 
minor  infestations  at  our  larger  tijis  at  the  autumn  period,  but  these 
were  dealt  with  In  conjunction  with  the  new  Act,  there  was  also  the 
Threshing  and  Dismantling  of  Ricks  Order  1950.  This  Order  makes  it 
an  oirligation  on  the  person  or  ]:)ersons  Threshing  or  Dismantling  ricks  to 
ensure  that  such  ricks  are  ]iro]ierly  fenced  by  small  mesh  wire  liefore  the 
threshing  or  dismantling  begins.  We  liave  drawn  attention  to  this 
Order  in  many  instances. 


Schools. — As  in  jirevious  .years  the  schools  at  Ashby  .St.  Ledgers, 
Charwelton,  Hellidon,  and  Winwick  remain  closed,  and  the  children 
are  transported  to  other  neighbouring  schools  in  the  area.  Visits  of 
insiiection  to  scliools  have  generally  revealed  a cleanly  s.tate.  The 
])rivate  school  in  the  district  was  also  satisfactoiy. 


Pactories  and  Workshops  Act  1937. — There  were  88  j^remises  on 
the  register,  cliiefly  workshops.  One  or  two  of  these  premises  have 
extended  tlieir  ])usine.ss  and  are  employing  (]uite  a large  number  of  work- 
])eo])le.  We  received  two  lists  of  notifioatiou.s  of  changes  of  use  and 
deletions  from  His  INIajesty’s  Inspector  of  Factories.  There  were  2 addi- 
tions and  4 deletions  from  the  register. 

Lists  of  outworkers  were  received  in  January  and  Octolier.  The 
January  list  contained  the  name  of  one  outworLer  and  the  October  list 
four  names  of  outworkers.  The  i)remises  in  each  instance  were  satis- 
factory. 


We  received  one  letter  from  His  IMajesty’s  Inspector  of  Factories 
regarding  lavatory  accommodation  at  a new  workshop.  This  has  been 
remedied  by  informal  action, 
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Scavenging. — The  sclienie  of  Household  Refuse  and  Salvage  Collec- 
tion l)y  direct  labour  worked  smoothly  during  tlie  year.  We  got  com- 
plaints, hut  when  investigated  we  usually  found  that  the  complainant 
was  to  hlame.  Quite  a large  numher  of  i)eople  do  not  seem  to  mind  what 
they  [)ut  in  a dustl)in.  Some  seem  to  think  it  is  the  receptacle  for  garden 
refuse  only.  Our  collection  staff  (juite  obviously  leave  .such  bins  un- 
emptied,  then  we  get  the  comi)laint  Another  item  which  would  hel]) 
in  this  scheme  is  for  every  householder  to  put  the  bin  out  at  each  time 
of  collection,  and  not  leave  it  for  weeks  to  get  full,  wet  and  heavy,  and 
in  .some  cases  most  insaiiitar3s  We  had  to  replace  one  man  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  \'ear,  he  being  recalled  to  His  Majesty’s  Forces.  I 
hope  that  early  in  the  New  Year  I am  able  to  intrcxluce  a w'eekly  collec- 
tion to  those  parishes  which  at  the  moment  are  only  being  scavenged 
fortnightly.  I have  got  out  an  ammended  scheme  to  provide  for  a 
weekly  collection  and  shall  introduce  it  earlv  in  the  New  Year.  We 
kept  up  the  collection  of  waste  i>aper,  rags,  and  metals,  and  w’e  had  to 
accept  a low  price  for  some  of  it,  but  we  had  good  grounds  for  antici- 
pating a good  increase  in  i>rice  in  the  New^  Year.  We  received  ;i(,hi9  for 
salvage  during  the  year.  Also  during  the  year  we  soiled  over  the  Barin’ 
Refuse  Tip  and  the  F'arthingstone  Refuse  Tip;  we  had  commenced  to  soil 
over  both  Staverton  and  Long  Bucklw  (Glebe  Farm)  tijis.  These  latter 
two  we  hojic  to  complete  in  the  new  year,  but  we  had  to  cart  the  soil 
from  our  JRidford  Tip.  This  is  a long  haulage,  and  we  could  only  do 
the  work  on  Saturday  mornings. 


h'or  the  period  ist  January  to  31st  December,  1950,  the  staff  wages 
amounted  to  £2,\'jo  7s.  8d.,  the  staff  being  two  drivers  and  five  loaders. 
2,286  gallons  of  petrol  were  consumed  at  a total  cost  of  ^327  15s.  id. 
25i  gallons  of  oil  were  used  at  a cost  of  ^(jio  los.  The  two  vehicles 
covered  16,869  miles  during  the  3'ear,  giving  a petrol  consumption  of  7.38 
miles  per  gallon.  At  the  end  of  the  \’ear  one  vehicle  had  covered  13,905 
miles  and  the  other  14,098  miles  since  April,  1949. 


During  September  I had  both  vehicles,  sent  to  Me.s.sr.  ,vShelvoke  and 
Drewry’s  Depot  in  Birmingham  for  overhaul  and  de-carbonisation.  This 
service  comes  under  the  free  guarantee  for  three  years.  I am  vcr\' 
pleased  with  the  performance  of  these  vehicles. 


From  driver’s  records  204,260  dustbins  were  cleansed  during  the 
year,  or  an  average  of  3,735  weekh’.  This  proves  nu'  earlier  statement 
of  all  bins  not  being  put  out  weekly.  This  number  of  dustlnns  cleansed 
meant  1,673  vehicle  loads  of  refuse  per  3’ear. 

The  rate  for  refuse  collection  for  the  half-\'ear  commencing  1st 
April,  1950,  was  5.64d.,  and  for  the  half-\'ear  commencing  ist  October,

HOUSING 


Still  the  thorny  problem  to  all  Councils.  Vour  Council  did  make 
some  headway  in  re-housinc^  some  small  part  of  the  ap])licants,  but 
progress  was  slow,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  only  a certain  numlK*r  mav 
be  Imilt  during  the  year.  The  register  of  applicants  does  not  decrease 
very  fas.t.  ICarly  in  the  new  year  your  Council  resolved  that  all  rents 
of  post-war  houses  should  be  increased.  The  Ch.ief  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tor’'i  department  therefore  re-checked  the  waiting  list,  with  this  resolu- 
tion in  mind,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  after  certain  re-housing  had 
been  carried  out,  the  numbers  of  applicants  remaining  on  the  waiting  list 
was.  519  applicants,  who  were  prei)ared  to  pay  the  increased  rental,  and 
a further  165  applicants  who  wished  to  remain  on  the  register  and  be 
considered  solely  for  old-type  Council  houses  of  cheaper  rent.  The 
department  have  si)ent  much  time  in  checking  and  re-checking  a])pli- 
cants’  circumstances  before  houses  were  allocated,  trying  to  place  before 
your  committee  an  up-to-date  picture  of  each  case.  The  department 
has  been  disappointed  that  some  of  its  recommendations  for  re-housing 
have  not  been  accepted. 

There  has  been  a fair  amount  of  repair  work  carried  out,  but 
chiefly  of  a nature  which  would  come  below  the  £100  free  limit.  There 
has  not  been  a deal  of  extensive  repair  works  carried  out.  We  do  ex- 
l^erience  much  difficulty  iu  this  respect;  many  of  the  cottages  in  the  dis- 
trict paying  such  very  low  rents.  During  the  year  the  department 
granted  building  licences  to  35  i)roperties  at  a total  estimated  cost  ol 
1,417,  and  in  addition  forwarded  api)lications  for  licences  to  23  pro- 
perties at  a total  estimated  cost  of  ;^jr,o20  to  the  Regional  Licensing 
Officer,  Nottingham,  for  h.is  approval.  

During  the  year,  at  the  Council’s  instructions,  Mr.  Bonsor,  the 
Council’s  vSurveyor,  and  i\Ir.  Kirton  made  an  inspection  of  all  Council 
hou.se  gardens  and  the  hutments  erected  thereon,  and  your  Council 
took  a certain  course  at  the  completion  of  this  inspection.  It  is  hoped 
this  may  be  a regular  insi)ection.  There  is  a big  need  for  improvement 
generally  on  our  estates  as  regards  garden  cultivation  and  the  erection 
of  hutments. 

In  connection  with  new  houses,  allocations  of  new  houses  were  made 
in  the  following  parishes.,  and  in  many  instances  the  houses  had  been 
occupied  l)efore  the  end  of  the  year. 

Eighteen  at  Braunston,  4 at  Charwelton,  2 at  Kverdon,  4 at  Kilsby, 

2 at  W'hilton,  24  at  Long  Buckby,  14  at  Woodford  Halse,  and  S at 
Yelvertoft.  In  addition  houses  were  in  varying  .stages  of  construction  in 
the  parishes  of  Badby,  Braunston,  Kilsby,  Long  Buckby,  Kverdon,  vStav- 
erton,  Stowe-IX-Churches,  Watford,  and  Woodford  liaise,  while  the 
site  was  being  prepared  at  Flore  for  20  houses.

Due  to  the  i)iesent  housing  clifliculties  and  family  movements,  it  is 
impossible  to  give  a true  number  of  houses  actually  overcrowded  at  this 
time.  W^e  find  that  conditions  are  changing  from  day  to  day.  We  are 
al)le  to  give  the  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  relieved  during  the 
year  by  reason  of  re-housing.  That  number  is  14,  and  such  re-housing 
concerned  87  persons.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supply— Tt  appeared  that  generally  the  supply  was  satisfactoiy 
in  all  parts  of  the  district.  The  Milk  Regulaions  1949  trans.ferred  nnich 
of  the  Vowers  relative  to  cowsheds,  etc.,  to  the  Ministry  of  Ap'icliltiire. 
That  beine  so,  the  deparinent  did  not  in.ake  inspections  of  such  pieniiseb 
during  the  year,  but  we  are  concerned  as  the  Local  Authority  with  the 
milk  retailers.  These  retailers  purchase  their  milk  from  another  souice, 
they  do  not  iirodiice  themselves.  There  arc  seven  such  retailers  regis- 
tered with  this  Council.  Their  premises  are  generally  satisfactoiy.  ^ n 
addition  we  have  five  large  retailing  firms  operating  in  the  district,  sel - 
ing  Designated  Milk.  Such  retailers  are  registered  with  the  Council  to 
enable  them  to  sell  either  Pasteurised,  vStcnlised  or  lubeiculin  Tested 
Milks  in  the  district.  In  all  these  latter  cases  the  principal  licences  are 
issued  by  other  Local  Authorities.

Bakehouses — There  are  18  bakehouses,  in  the  district,  most  of  theiii 
old  premises,  but  generally  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  is  main- 
tained, though  it  is  necessary  in  one  or  two  cas.es  to  call  attention  to  the 
need  for  greater  cleanliness.  These  premises  are  under  constant 
supervision. 


Shops— The  shop  premises,  in  the  district  are  generally  of  the  small 
type  .and  most  of  them  are  structurally  old  iireniises,  and  create  soni_ 
dilliculty  in  keeping  cleanly  and  vermin  proof.  There  are  a few  laigei 
and  more  modern  shops.  These  are  generally  satisfactory.  Iheie  h .s 
been  much  inspection  of  foods  and  food  premises.  there  was  an  attempt 
to  form  a Countv  Clean  Food  Guild,  but  it  appeared  that  after  seveial 
meetings  regarding  the  matter,  it  had  somewhat  fallen  by  the  wayside. 
Your  Council  had  submitted  a draft  of  Pye-laws  for  Clean  hood  to  the 
Ministry  for  ai)proval.

Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924 

There  are  26  butchers’  shops  in  the  district,  mostly  old  premis.es, 
hut  there  is  a reasonalile  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained.  The  more 
modern  shops  are  satisfactory.  Gne  new  .sho])  was  created  during  the 
year.  Re.gular  and  freciuent  insiiections  are  made  of  butchers’  shojis 
and  of  the  meat  for  sale.  No  unsound  meat  was  found  ex|)osed  for  sale, 
hilt  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  25lhs.  of  beef  at  a butcher’s  shop.  It 
was  not  exposed  for  sale.  There  is  still  no  slaughtering  in  the  district, 
excepting  the  cottager’s  jiig. 

vSection  i of  the  .Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  19.3.3,  is  in  force  in  the 
district.  Two  licences  were  renewed  to  slaughtermen  engaged  in  i)ublic 
abattoirs.  All  carcas.e  meat  is  still  delivered  to  the  I)utcher  from  the 
central  abattoir,  and  there  has  been  some  imi)rovement  in  the  method  of 
delivery,  but  it  leaves  room  for  more.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


During  the  year  213  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  in  the 
district.  This  was  an  increase  of  46  notifications  on  tlie  ])revious  yeai, 
but  it  s.hould  be  noted  that  of  this  number  172  notifications  were  for 
measles  or  whooping  cough,  tlie  greater  numbers  being  in  tlie  jiarishes 
of  Crick,  Flore,  Kilsln^  and  Yelvertoft.  There  was  again  a decrease 
in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications,  there  being  20  cases  as 
against  34  cases,  the  previous  year.  There  were  8 cases  of  poliomyelitis 
as  against  3 the  previous  year,  but  in  no  instance  was  there  paraly.sis 
of  any  limb.  All  scarlet  fever  and  poliomyelitis  cases  were  removed  to 
Isolation  Hos.pital.  The  cases  were  investigated  and  the  homes 
thorouglily  disinfected.  The  following  tables  give  the  distribution  of 
cases  in  each  parish  of  the  district  and  also  the  period  distrilmtion  of 
the  cases.

Tuherciilosis — -There  was  a decrease  in  the  munher  of  new  notifi- 
♦ .itions  during:  the  year,  there  being  ii  new  cases  as  against  i6  cases 
tile  previous  year;  9 were  of  a respiratory  nature  and  2 non-respiratory. 
Two  of  the  fresh  notifications,  liotli  females,  and  respiratory,  were  in- 
ward transfers  from  other  districts  and  were  notified  to  this  district  by 
the  County  Health  Department.  All  new  cases,  were  notified  to  the 
County  Medical  ( XTicer  of  Health,  and  the  removal  where  necessary  was 
arranged  by  the  County  Medical  OlTicer  of  Health  and  County  Tuliercu- 
losis.  Oflicer  to  the  v^uiatorium.  The  living  conditions  of  all  such 
patients  were  investigated  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department 
and  disinfection  carried  out.  According  to  our  registers  there  were  6i 
known  cases  on  the  active  list  at  the  end  of  the  year,  27  males  and  19 
females,  (respiratory,  and  5 males  and  10  females  non-respiratory. 
There  were  five  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  all  respiratory, 
4 males  and  i female,  giving  a tuberculosis  death  rate  of  .31  per 
thousand.  During  the  year  we  received  notification  from  the  County 
Health  Dei>arlmcnt  that  one  male  respiratory  was  cured,  one  female  res- 
l)iratory  was  cured  and  one  female  non-respiratory  was  cured.  During  our 
check  of  the  patients  in  the  district  it  was  found  that  3 males  re.spiratory 
had  left  the  district,  two  females  res])iratory  and  one  female  non- 
rcsi)iratory  had  left  the  district,  and  notification  was  recei\-cd  that  one 
male  respiratory  was  removed  from  the  register,  the  diagnosis  not  having 
been  confirmed.  Removals  from  the  dis.trict  were  notified  to  the  districfS 
concerned.  The  Daventry  and  District  Care  Committee  was  still  in 
being  and  were  able  to  help  in  several  cases  towards  transport  allow- 
ances, etc.  A gift  was  also  given  to  each  patient  at  Christmas.
